containing both hydrophobic and hydrophilic portions; and/or cationic febric softening actives 
that form stable vesicles in the desired particle size range. 

6. (Original) The composition of Claim 5 wherein said surfectant matoriai comprises siloxane 

surfactant having the general formula:

(Original) The composition of Claim 5 wherein said surfactant material comprises block 
copolymer containing hydrophobic portions which monomers that are hydrophobic and 
hydrophilic portions which comprise monomers that arc hydropbilic, said block copolymer 
having a molecular wei^t of from about 1,000 to about 1,000,000, and the ratio of hydrophiUc 
portion to hydrophobic portion being from 20/80 to about 90/10, 

(Original) The composition of Claim 8 ix^ierein said block copolymer contains hydrophilic 
portions which comprise monomers that are hydrophilic and at least partially charged, said block 
copolymer having a molecular weight of from about 5,000 to about 250,000, and the ratio of 
hydrophilic portion to hydrophobic portion being from 30/70 to about 75/25.

13. (Original) The composition of Claim 1 1 wherein said surfactant is a block copolymer of ethylene 
oxide and propylene oxide said block copolymer optionally tfie geneial formula 
H(EO)n(PO)in(EO)nH, herein £0 is an ediylene oxide group, PO is a propylene oxide group, 

and n and m are numbers that indicate the average number of the groups in the surfactants, n 
ranges from about 2 to about 100 and m ranges from about 1 0 to about 100. 

14. (Original) The composition of Claim 5 wherein said surfactant is polyalkyleneoxide polysiloxane 
having the general formula:

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1 6. (Original) The composition of Claim 1 5 wherein said water soluble anionic polymer is 
polyacxylate at a level of from about 0.005% to about 2% by weight of the compositiQn. 

1 7. (Cmrontly amiended) The composition of Claim 430 containing 0.005 to about 3% by wei^t of 
composition of water soluble zinc salt for improved odor control. 

18. (Cuirently amended) The composition of Claim 4 -30 wherein said composition further comprises 
at least about 0.01%, by weight, of a soil suspending agent selected from the group consisting of a 
water-soluble substituted or unsubstituted, modified or unmodified polyalkyleneinoine soil 
suspending agent, said soil suspending agent comprising a polyamine bacldK)ne. 

30- (New) An odor-absorbing or neutralizing concentrated coniposition useable as an additive in one. 
or more, steps of a laundry process comprising solubilized, uncomplexed cyclodextiin; said 
composition containing at least enough of said cyclodextrin to provide significant reduction in 
malodor that survives a typical laundry wash, being essentially free of any material that would 
soil or stain fabric under usage conditicHis, having a pH of more than about 3, said composition 
being suitable for use as an additive in pretreating, washing, and/or rinsing of fabrics and 
containing only low levels of acidic materials, wherein said cyclodextrin is protected from 
compounds in the composition that would form complexes with said cyclodextrin and said 
composition being packaged in association with instructions to use it in at least an effective 
amount in at least one step in a laundry process to counteract malodors that remain after said 
laundry process. 

3 1 . (New) The composition of Claim 30 further comprising a perfume, wherein said cyclodextrin is 
present at a level of from about 0.01% to about 60% by weight of the composition and wherein 
said perfume is present at a level of from about 0.003% to about 0.5% by weight of die 
composition and contains at least about 60%, by weight of the perfume, of perfiime ingredients 
that have a ClogP of more than about 3 and a molecular wei^^t of more than about 210. 

32. (New) The composition of Claim 30 further comprising a perfume, wherein said cyclodextrin is 
present at a level of from about 0.01% to about 20% by weight of the composition and wherean 
said perfume is present at a level of from about 0.01% to about 0.3% by wei^t of the 
composition and contains at least about 70%, by weight of the perfume, of perfume ingredients 
that have a ClogP of more ttian about 3.5 and a molecular weight of more than about 220.
